A Riot Imminent.

At one time It was teared that a disturbance
would be the result, A large posse of the ''Re-
serve Corps” were consequently present to in-
terfere at the proper moment. Their services
were not ealled jn requlaition, however, ax only
one man was knocked down; and he wis ocar-
ried out before he had sustained any serious
damage,

Gemeral Hamilton Promises a Speech,

But this gang of boisterouns siriplings tinally
succeeded in disheartening and dispersing the
ppeakere, und then they journeyed elsewhere in
search of amusement. By some moans they
aecertalned that General A, J. Hamlillon was at
Delmonico’s, just over the way, and thither they
directed Lheir footeteps. They eallod upon the
Texan bero for a specch, which favor the latter
wisely relused to grant them. He made buta
few remarks, informing his admirers, in conclu-

Arrvival of Delegates,

At that time there were but few delegates
present, but in less than & quarter of an hour
the floor was likewize well flled.

Senator Doolittle.

While the delegates were assembling the
Band played national airs, and the erowd
cheered Senator Doolittle and other prominent
delegates on their entrance into the building.

Called to Order.

By ten minutes past 10 o’olock the promiuent
members and officers of the Convention were
upon the platform, when the assemblage
was called to order by Senator Doolitile, the
permagnent Charman. The exercises were

We have been arayed in a feariul conflict with
eéach other—brother against brother.

Democratie Victory in Colorado.

Thaunks to Mayor MoeMichnel,
senutor Cowan, of Pennsylvauls, then otlered
a resolution, which was adopted amid vociterous
appluuse, tendering the thanks of tbe Conven-
tiouw 1o his Honor Mayor McMichuel for the
successful precautions which he has tasen in
behalf of the preservation of the order of the

city during the gittings of the Convention.

The Resolutions and Address.

Wiawau, Angust 16, Noon,

Senator Cowan then preseuted a repoct from
the Commitice on Resolutions, sousisting of an
enunciation of the principles ot the Convention,

and au address to the people of the United
States:—
THE NEW PARTY.
Decluvation of Principles — The Plat-
form, Itc.

seputor Cowan rend the tollowing declars-
tion of principles:- :

The National Union Convention now nssemopled

in the ¢ity of Phlludelphia, composed ol dele
gules fromn every State and Tesritory in the
Unlon, admonished by the solemn lessons
which, for the Iast tive yenrs, it bas pleased the
Supreme Ruler the Universe to give
the Awerican) people; profoundly grateful for
the retwrn of peace; desirous, us a4
large majonty of their countrymen, in all
sincerity to forget and to forgive the past;
révering the Constitution @8 it comes Lo us from
our forefathers; regarding the Uniwon In its
restoration ns more sncred than ever; lookineg
with anxiety into the tuture nsol ipstant im-
ortance—hereby lssues snd proolaims the fol-
owing declarution ol prneiples and purposes,
on which they have with pericet unaulmisy
ngreed:—

First, We hail with gratitude to Almighty
God the end of the war and the return of pesoe
to our afflicted and beloved lund. i

Secony, The war just closed hus malutained
the authority of the Constitution, with all the

wers which it confers aund all of the restric

ons which it imposes upon the General Gov-
erument vnabrideed and upaltered; and it has
pmo:m the Unlon, with the equal rights, dlg-
ﬂJ?- authority of the Blates perfect wod
unimpatred,

of

Third, Representation in the Congress of the
United 8tates and in the Electoral College ia a
right recognized in the Constitution as abiding
in every State, and as 4 duty imposed upon ita
people, fundamental in {ts nature, and essential
te the existemce of our republican institutions;
and neither Copgress nor the General Govern- )
ment has any power or authority to deny this
rigbt to any State, or to withhold its enjoyment
smder the Constitution from the ?:aplr' thereof,

Fanrth.jWe eall upon the people of the United
Etates to elect to Comgress, as members thereol
none but men who admit this fundamental
right of representation, and who will receive
to seats thercin loyal representatives from every
State in alleglsnce to the United States, subject
only to the Constitutional right of each House
to judge of the eleciion returns and qualitdea-
tions of its own members,

Fifth. The Constitution of the United States
and laws made in pursnance thereof are the
supreme law of the land, anything in the Con-
stdtution or laws of any State to the
contrary notwithetanding, All powers not
copterred by the Copstitution upoo the
General Government por prohibited by it
to States, arefreserved to the States, or to
the people thereof, and among the rights thay
reserved to the States js the right to prescribe
the qualifications tor the elective iranchise
lh_r{um. which right Congress cannot interiere
with,

No State or combination of States has the
right to withdraw trom the Union, or to ex-
oluda, through their action in Congress or other-
wise, nny other Btate ar States trom the Union.
The L.'-u{uu ol these States is perpetual, and
cannot be diesolved,

Sixth, Sach amendments 10 the Constiturion
of the United States may be made by the people
thereof as they may deem expedient, but only
in the mode pointed out by ite provisions; aud
in proposing fuch amendments, whether by
Congress or by a convention, and in ratitying
the same, all ke States of the Union have an
equal and an indeleasible right to & voice and a
vole thercon.

Seventh, Slavery i& abolished, forever pro-
bibited, and there j8 nevtbher desire nor purpose
on the part of the Soufhern States that it should
ever be re-established u]lum the #oil or within
the jurisdiction of the United States: and the
enfranchised slaves in all the Swates of the
Umion shonld recmive, 'n commen with all their
mhubitants, equal protection in every righ: ol
perfon and property.

Eighth, While we reeard as utterly invalid
and pever to be assumed, or made of binding
ftoree, any obhigation incurred or nundertaken in
making war agninst the United Siates, we hold
the debt of the nution to be sacred and inviola-
ble, and we proclaim our purpo-e in discharging
this duty, as in performipg all other national
oblizations, to maintain, unimpeiced and onim-
pesched, the honor ard 1aith ot the repnblic.

Ninth. It is the duty of the National Govern-
meut o recognize the services of the Pedercnl
soldiers and snilors in the contast jost closed,
by meeting promptly and tally all their jnst
and rightful elaims for services they have ren-
dered the nation, and by extendiag to those of
them who have survived, and to the widows
and orphans of those who fell, the most gene-
rous and considerate care,

Tenth, In Andrew Johnson, Presidentofl the
United States, who in his great ottice has proved
steadinst in his devotion to the Constitution
and  the Jaws, and the interest of his
country; unmoved by persecution and un-
deserved reproach; having (aith unassmlable
in the people. and 1n the principles of free goy-
ernment,—a e recognize o Chief Magistrate who
is worthy of the nation, and equsl to the great
crisis upon which his iot is cast, and we tender
to him, in the discharge of his high and respon-
sible duties, our protonnd respect, and the as-
surances of our cordial and sincere support.

Reception of the Document.

The reuding of the resolutions was frequently
interrupted by barsts of applause, and at the
close the audlence rose en massge to give vent w
their satisfaction.

The Vote.

The resolutions were adopted by o unanimous
vote,

Scenes and Incldents,|

There is no very perceptible improvement in
the appearance sand accommodations of the
Wigwam this morning, although 1n the way ot
ornamentation there are added a stutied eagle
with spread wings, and a small aud inferior
lithographic engraving of Andrew Johnson
beland the chair.

At sbout hali‘past nine o’clock the spectators
and delegates commenced sssembling, and great
minning and scrambling ensued to procure

sente.  Those geated in  the gallery were
not hefore debarred from communication
with the floor, but to-day a long hoard

tiling extended around the entive suditorivm,
precluding the recurrence of yesterday's difli
cult of crowied gangways., At twentv minutes
10 ten the Chairman of the Convention, Mr.

Doolittle, entered, accompanied by the wonld be
Governor (Clymer), Crowell, of New Jersev.
and Senstor Cowan, They were loudly wp-
planded.

The grest teature of t0-0uy's sesslon was the
probable appearance of Alexander H, Stephens,
und at the entrauce of every crowd of delegates
their features were eagerly scanned through
opera glasses by crowds of gorgeously stiired
ladies, who took advantnge of the fine weather,
und were looking benutifully,

The delegates were collected together io
groups of five or six, und conversing pleasant!y
with euch other. Partioulurly notiesable
among these confab: wis o soclal chat between
Doolittle, Reverdy Jolbpson, and other unolo-
rieties.,

After the meetiog wns oalled to order, at
¢lght minutes nast ten, the blessiug off God was
fnvoked man eloquent and impressive prayer
to the God of Nutions, by William Reed Snyder,
of Burnegat, an apparently very soung, though
carnest man,

Toe enuncintion of the prineiples ei the Cous
vertlon was preseuted to be reed by Henry J,
Raymond, und alter ench paragraph the Secre.
tary wus lnterrupted by uproarious appluuse,

After the reading of the fourth clause the
Convention aros¢ to a maen, and the excited
telegates gave vent to their enthosiasm in
stentorian cheers, There was u recurrence of
this grand scene ufter the eighth resolution,

Un reading the tenth resolution—an expres-
sion of confidence and respect in Andrew John-
son's polley—a scene of unexampled uproar
ensued.

This was whe lust presolution, butit was dis-

covered that one resoiution had been omitted,
This wus the seventh resolution. It was read,
und proved to be of vital tmportance, ns it
relited to the institution of slavery.

The resolntion declayed it tp be the wish ot
the Southern people that it no longer exist
“within the borders of the Southern Btates, or
within the jurisdiotion of the United Btates,”

The other resolutions had been g""“‘ unani-
mou:hy. This one wss also submitted
pasead with no dissentiog yolce,

THE REBEL POLICEMEN TO BLAME,

A distingulshed General, high in position in
New Orleans, has written a private letter to this
city, under date of August 10, from which we
are permitted to make the foilowing extruot:—

““This city is quiet at present, but there is no
security for Northern men, except in the mii-
tury control. [t the troops were removed there
would be no security. In the late riot, the
police did nearly all the ehooting und stabbing,
as i« shown by the result, for no policemon were
killed, and only two or three were wounded by
trearms. Counting eontusions, and alf the num-
ber of policemen wounded will not exesad p
dozen; while the neer. e and Conventionists
killed are ot least 'orty, and the wounded abont
two hundred. There {8 no doubt, in my mind,
ns to who were the rioters, The inve-tHeation
will establish it on the policemen. These people
profess 1o be Mr. Johnson's friends, but they are
m lsct his worst enemies.”
